No New Polio
in Torrance,
Says Doctor

Although polio cases in Los
Angeles reached an alltime high
last week, county health author-
ities here stated that there were
no new cases of the disease in
Torrance.

Examination of a patient in
the Pueblo district who be-
came il during the last week
disclosed the sickness was not
polio as rumored.

In spite of recent warm wea-
ther spells there have been no
new cases of the illness since
Aug. 10, health officials stated.

Dr. H. C. Smiley, of the Tor-
rance District Health Center,
stated that there was no need
for considering closing of
schools, He stated that better
control of the disease is ef-
fected while schools are in ses-
sion and that it would be foll
o close schools and allow the-
aters, meeting places, and
churches to remain open.

School Closing
Is Not Advised

Closing of public schools be- |
cause of the current polio epi-
demic has not been recommend-
ed by Dr. Roy O. Gilbert, coun-
ty health officer,

In a bulletin made pubMc
this week Dr, Gilbert said it |
was found that school closing
“has been of no proven value,”

He said the curve of an in-
fantile paralysis epidemic was
not altered in  communities |
where schools have been closed. |

“If a child is already in the
infected area, he is as safe
with school as with neighbor-
hood contacts and often safer,
since in school during the
greaier part of the day the
children are seated at desks, |
regularly spaced from one an- i

other,” ~ the health official |
stated, . |

Dr. Gilbert states further that
there is health supervision inl

the school, and the disease is |
more easily controlled when dis. |
covered in its early stages,
which would be the case in a|
large community under inspect- |
ion of professional personnel,
